□ EO: No response. 

□ El: Elongation only. 

□ E2: Partial tumescence. 

□ E3: Full tumescence. 

□ E4: Erection with partial rigidity. 

□ E5: Erection with full rigidity. 
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□ Psychogenic E.D: E5 within 5 minutes and lasts one 
hour. 

□ Neurogenic E.D: E5 within 5 minutes and lasts 2 
hours. 

□ Venogenic E.D: E5 within 5 minutes and lasts < 1 5 
minutes. 

□ Arterogenic E.D: Delayed response E0-E4 for 30 
minutes. 

□ Mixed E.D: Delayed and weak response.
